With statistics slumping in 1981, showing 

- that the average high school graduate has 
the education of a first semester sophomore 
on the day that he receives his diploma^ our 
public schools' educational system seems to 
be near the top ofthe "cost doesn't justify ^he 
results," list. 

The president of one* of our local school 
boards was telling me that he figured out 
thatlhe American taxpayer is paying in ex- 
cess of. $81,000 for the education that 
preceedes high school graduation day. 

Now this is a loose figure computed ^yith 
kindergarten costing $2,000, grade school 
$3,000 per year and high— school- ap- 
. proximately $4,000 per year per student. 

And today's average :cOllege costs can 
easily raise' that figure to $144,000 being 
spent before our children are ready to face 
the world, sheepskin in hand. 

These i2-year and 16-year scholarly totals 

- were arrived at by adding to the base costs,_ 
interest on the money spent computed using 
10 percent compounded figures to show what 

_Jhe^ tot al monie s would be if otherwise in- 
vested;~" ~^ 

^ At half thfe cost, this revelation niight tend 
to^rr-a!is^3r.©''waader-how much these figures . 
'would be lowSirfed if our. educational system 
-was revamped and slanted toward the 
majority of students. 

Can this be done by removing many of the 
state requirements that were nice additions 
during the boom years, such as installing 
costly elevators in two or three story 
buildings for the use of handicapped studen- 
ts? . . 
Naturally this is a nice thing to have but 
with school districts all over the country 
screaming for financial help maybe the 
same less expensive method that helped in- 
capacitated students before could be used 
again. 

1 know hi one school where the three-year 
old elevator has yet to be used. 

And maybe going back to the three R's, 
stressing them a little more and "trimming 



the fat" of our school curriculums by 
eliminating many of. our elective .courses 
that are mere luxuries, might knock those 
figures even lower. 

I personally know too many' high school 
graduates that are incapable of giving 
correct change without the aid of a 
calculator, can't fill out a simple job ap- 
plication correctly and are stymied by words 
that exceed three sylables. 

Since the main purpose of education is to 
prepare our children to go out into the cruel 
world and earn a living, these results more 
than point out that there must be great 
inequities in the system. ~ 

Now we come to a very delicate area, ex- 
tra-curricular activities. I agree that par- 
ticipation in sports, band, art etc. all help to 
build character, broaden interest scopes and 
most of iall help keep the kids involved. 

Short of elimination in favor of primary 
education, maybe these too have many frills 
that can be trimmed to keep them in the af- 
fordable category. 

Somehow our forfathers survived and par- 
ticipated in many of these things to their bet- 
terment but in a.simpler manner. — 

fere's a hard-hearted suggestion. Move 
special educatiqri from, the public spectrum 
if necessary-since these_students are not

tomorrow's living wage earners for the most 
part. If those base wage earners suffer, the 
entire country collapses. 

All these suggestions could fall under last 
ditch trys, but don*t scoff "impossible" at the 
possibility- of many of our schools' doors 
could having permanent locks on them in the 
not too' distant future if something isn't done 
soon about the atronomical cost of education. 

Here's a way-out thought. Where would the 
average 25-year-old be today if he had lear- 
ned the three R's at his mother's knee, been 
raised in a two-parent home, taught to follow 
the golden rule and how to work towards a 
goaKall gained inside the family circle) and 
been handed $81,000 on his 18th birthday to 
make his way in the \vorld?

Michael Pinkham, 19f, Antioch, and John 
Schneider, 18, Lindenhurst, were both found 
guiltyof the aggravated beating and robbery 
of ■EtheI~Jiminerson,_90,_:Antioch' Township 
last May.. , • • 

Lake County Circuit Court Judge William 
Block handed down the guilty verdict and or- 
dered both men to jail to await sentencing on 
Friday, Dec. 17. 

According to Assistant State's Atty. Mat- 
thew Chancey, the two men broke into the 
home of Ethel Jimmerson on Andyyille Rd. 
about 3:45 a.ni., last May 9. ' ' "' ■■'■'" 

Jimmerson, who lived alone.in the home as 
a caretaker, apparently startled the two 
men. Pinkham admitted to striking her in the 
head with a wooden stick. 

Chancey said the two them took several 
items including a television set, rug and por- 
celain lamps from the home. They then went 
to Pinkham's home to get Schneider's car. 
While the two were loading the car in Jim- 
merson's driveway, they saw the flashing 
red lights of the rescue squad, called by Jim- 
merson, and fled on foot.

•Neighbors reported to police, that 
Schneider was walking- barefoot along the 
«hore of the lake near the home and 
Pinkham's mother broguht her son the 
sheriff's deputies shortly., thereafter^ Both^ 
gave statements admitting to the break-in. 

Jimmerson was taken to St. Therese 
Hospital, Waukegan, where she remained for 
20 days. .Dr. Gloucester Price testified that 
her face was swollen beyond recognition. 

Following her release, Jimmerson went to 
live with a daughter in Chicago and sub- 
sequently has had both legs amputated due 
to aggravated diabetes. Chancey said that 
the amputations cannot be safely attributed 
to the attack however.. 

Both men faces sentences of four to 15 
years for burglary and two to five years for 
the battery. If the judge decides that the 
crime was particularly heinous of cruel, the 
sentences coUld be doubled, Chancey noted. 

He assistant state's attorney said he hasn't 
decided yet whether he will seek the double 
penalty, but will discuss the issue with 
State's Atty. Fred Foreman.

LandfiAl heari|p records 
may face alterations 



With the Polution Control Board Hearings 
on the Antioch landfill expansion underway, 
Waste Management, Inc. has already come 
forward with a request for a 256 line item 
change in the official records of the hearings 
heldthus far involving the village of Antioch, 
Lake County and thie disposal company. 

.The committee hearing officer, Alan 
Shoenberger, Loyola University, Chicago, 
took the amending motion under advisement~ 
but those representing the village of Antioch, 
have already voiced their strong ©position of 
this move made by the disposal company. 

Speaking for the office of Ken Clark, the at- 
torney that has been representing the village 
'from the start of the disposal company's ex- 
pansion . move, Donna Henderson, his law 
associate, said that she understood that most 
of the changes requested by Waste 
Management would be granted despite the 
presiding officer's statement of mere con- 
sideration of the move. 

"Some are spelling changes, but some are 
substantive changes in the record," said 
Henderson. Henderson pointed out that the 
record was certified by the county clerk on 
Oct. 21, but changes weren't presented by 
Waste-Management until Noyi 23. 

*<We want to keep intact the integrity of the 
record as a whole," said Henderson.
